I mave the honor to submit the anoual report of the road com 
year ending on 80th September 1875. 

2. ‘The total income for the year was Rs. 60,061, and the expenditure Rs. 51,821; leav- 
ing a balance of Rs. #,840-6.5 to be carried to the credit of the fund for the following’ year. 

8. Original works—The remodelling of the first fifteen miles of the Chandballi road 
hus boon, completed ata total oot of Bs. 8,212, or Re. 6léper mile, Out of this amount 
Re. 6,185-14-[1 wore expended during the year under report, the rest having been spent in the 
previous year. The Executive Engineer considers that this work is a great improvement, 
‘and recommends its being carried out over the next 80 miles; but as to do this would cost 
Re. 80,000, it in not probable that the Committee will be able to supply the necessary funds. 
‘The work consists of uniformly raising the road to» "proper section, Tying down metalled 
traoke to prevent the sandy soil, of which the road is made, from being worn into ruts by 
the heavy cart traffic, putting in culverts iu the place of causeways, tod Building masonry 
bridges in lieu of the present wooden ones, The road runs through « country interseated by 











operations for the 
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numerous drainage channels and the distributaries and branch distributaries of the Kendra- 
para canal, and is avery difficult aud costly work. It has alresdy bee urged that thin 
road should bemade a proviacial one, as the cost of maintaining it is too heavy for'the 
resources of the Road Cess Fund to bear. 

4. ‘The Gobri bridge on this road, with masonry piers, timber and iron girder superstruc- 
ture, ia now finished. It is appareatly a strong anid useful work, though it cannot be said 
to be ornamental, 


5. The road from Bi 














izharpore to Indpore, completing the through line of communica 
tion between the two sub-divisional towns of Jajpore and Kendrapara has been finished 
‘as far as the earthwork is concerned; but several bridges and culverts will be required 
‘next year, ns the country traversed is low ‘and liable to be flooded. 


6. A road: bas also been constructed from Keudrapara to the canal at Marsaghai 
to open up communication with False Point. It is expected that this road will b 
largely used. for local traffic, even after the extension of the canal to Jamboo. ‘The line 
selected appears not to have been the best avalable, bit as the shortest, was preferred from 
considerations of economy. It will require further development this ycar. 


7. Another important work is the road from Salepore to Mahanga. ‘Thisis 84 miles 
long and acts as a feeder to the Chandballi road, opening up a very fertile aad populous 
tract of country ; it will be feasible in future years to continue this road to Jajpore, and it 
will then be the shortest way from that place to Cuttack. Three-quarters of the earthwork 
and tarfiog have been dono, and the whole would have been finished, but for the excessi 
rain, which stopped the w 

8. The Singpore road was marked out, but no work could bo done on it owing to 
want of eatablishment. intended to be prolonged eventually to Aul, and this additioal 
work will complete the line of communication between Jajpore and Aul, which is much 
needed 

9. The shoal at the mouth of the Chota 
deepened by the Executive Engineer, Brabmiai Division, from funds supplied by the Road 
Cons Department. ‘This important but inexpensive work will require to be done eve 
your, an the floods cause it to silt up, Only Re. 454-7-1 has been spent on it, and thie small 
Zum yearly will keep open the river, on which there is important boat traffic.

‘veut to Jajpore for planting on the roads in that sub-division, 100 to False Point, and 
48 to the Court of Wards’ cutcherry compound at Kanika. At the request of the Civil 
Surgeon*42 trees were supplied for the General Hospital compound, and to the Reverend 
Chaplain 58 for the church compound. 


18, 1 to stimulate the people of the district to some intorest in the matter 
Gt trees have been distributed gratis to native gentlemen in the town and di Tn 
addition to this, four miles of the Taldanda road have been planted on both sides with trees, 
in addition to the two miles planted last year, making a total of six miles, and about sixteen 
hundred trees, 

14, The total number of healthy young trees averaging six feet in height turned out by 
the garden during the year has been a little over 4,000, and the number till growing and 
ready to be planted out is not much under 6,000. I trust these resulte will be considered 
ntisfactory, expecially when it is remembered how short a timo the garden hae been under 
cultivation, and that the soil waa originally a barren waste of sand hills and thorns, 


15, Repaire—These consist of the usual annual earthwork, metalling, and turfing. 
‘Due attention has been paid toevery road iu the district, and they are all now in fair order. 

16. The newly inted District Engineer, Mr. J. St. Olair Glasson, took chi on the 
16th Muy 1875, sod bea alreedy effected many improvements. Mr, Glasvon's energy and 
careful supervision bave given the Committee much satisfaction, and there in every reason to 
hope that the road work of the district will be efficiently conducted under his charge. 
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17, Of the overseers, Dadar Bux has done well; Mr. D’Souza does not seem to 
have been s0 careful as he might havo beea, but the District Engineer bas not yet had time 
to ifspect his work thoroughly. 

18. The head clerk, Raboo Gunnesh Prasad Singh, is an intelligent young man, and 
has performed his duties with great accuracy and diligence.

the local roads, In 1872-73 Rs. 9,854 was sanctioned for reinodelling the road, and the 
work was recommenced. Up to the end of last year the work was carried ont in eneral 
accordance with the estimate and drawings passed by the Committee and the Commissioner, 
but the flood of 1874 necessitated additional water-way to the extent of 28 lineal fect.

7. The I1. road is one that is purely of local advantage. It branches off the Ganjam

1878. It has been completed at a cost of Rs. 2,845. 


4, The immediate benefit of this work is at present limited to the pilgrims that visi 
the temple at Satyabadi, situated about » mile off the Juggernath road. It is hoped, however, 
to remodel the old road frum Satyabadi to Khoorda hereafter. This includes Ks. 500 
subscribed by a native official, Baboo Harckristo Das.

8. Ao. 4, Sorch to Charukmaree Road—The portion betwoen Soroh and Uttarcshuar 
‘was remetalled; the remainder of the road has been given up as unnecessary. 

9. No. 6, Histillery Koad—The large bridge had its woodeu superstructure entirely 
renewed. About two-thirds of the road were remetalled.

A great step hax thus heen gained, both towards the introduction of 
aelf-government, and towards the attainment of important material advantages. Experience 
ws that public spirit, and a disposition to interest themaclves in affaira relating to the 
al welfare, are maki and steady advance among the native gentlemen of 
istrict ; and I have frequently occasion to regret that some of those whose services on 
the Committee might be most useiul reside too far off to permit of their attendance. There 
is one point in which an alteration in the Act would undoubtedly render it much moro 
acceptable—for the present somewhat intricate and troublesome method of calculating the 
cose, a readver and simpler method should be substituted.

1,916 trees have been sold to the Irrigation Department and others, 
realising the price of Rs. 246-5 ; 287 trees have been sent to Jajipore for planting on the 
roads in that subedi 1000 to False Point, and 4% to Court of Wards’ catcherry conipound 
at Kumika ; 42 trees mupplicd for the General Hospital, aud 58 for the Cuttuck ehureh con 
pound ; and about 1,600 trees have been planted ou to the sides of six miles of the ‘Taldunga 
road. ‘These results are satisfactory as far as they zo; but the difficulty in rearing trees when 
planted in Orissa is immense, as they are exposed to persistent depredations of cattle,

15. ‘The Committees have held meetings regularly, and worked very well under the 
careful direction of Mr. Armstrong. 

16, Balasore District.—No original work was undertaken in this district during the 
ear nvr report. The total sanctioned allotment was expended on repairs, maintenance, 
and establishment, &. ‘The Committee's report describes fully the works executed, and the 
annual account shows the expendituro on each work. Inthe annual account a snm of 
Be, 1,206-14-2 has beon shown under head ‘Original works ;” but the Collector explains 
that it representa an ugadjurted balance remaining over from 1873-74, which was shown 
under advances outstanding in that y ‘The same remark applies to the item 
of Rs, 100 on account of clearing Dhamra towing-path, for which no provision was made in 
tho budget for 137475. 

17. ‘The expenditure op following works differs from the appropriation made in the 
sanctigned budget owing to subesqueat transfers of fands from one ‘work to. another, anno. 
tioned by this office agreeably to paragraph 12 of Government Notification No. 178, dated 
7th May 1872 :-—

repair of roads other than village roads, Rs. 500 to the constraction and repairs of forry 
boats, and Rs. 500 to village roads. ‘The sum of Rs. 6,400, applied to the maintenance 
‘and repairs of 149 miles of road (excluding the new Barripadda and Moraigdon road to be 
added during the current year), gives somewhat Jess thau Hs. 43 per mile, With this sura it is 
not intended to attempt aby new works, except a few small culverts on roads Nos. 2,3, and 11. 
‘Excluding the cost of these, which wil be slight, the whole of the allotment will be expended 
on repairs to masonry and wooden bridges, reucwal of metalling, repairs to carthwork, and 
surface dressing.” 


19, In all districts, with increased funds, much usefal work remains to be done. The 
Committecs are well aware of this, and have only refrained from increasing the rate until a 
reasonable time has elapsed, and the people acquire confidence in the working of the law. It 
is probable that next season the higher rate of cess will be voted, and funds thus obtained 
for extonded operations. I fully approciate and approve of the caution which has charac- 
terised the Committee's proceedings in not too hastily imposing the full rate. 


20. So far the road cess law has worked smoothly and well, and I believe that it hax 
been accepted by all classes without scrious objection, and is likely to prove s most popular 
and useful measure, not only in providing funds for local roads and improvements, but ax 
affording zemindars a clear insight into their assets, aud ryots and tenure-holders a useful 
record of ights and rents : thus securing confidence between landholders and tenants, 
and materially improving zemindary management.

It 
complately swept away one bridge on the 29th mile of the Arakan road, and damaged the 
wing walls of many bridges on all the roads, eapecially on the Hill Tracts road. 

‘11. Our estimated income for the present year is Kx. 29,792, including Re. 5,592 the 
balance in hand at the close of year 1874-75. Our estimate! expenditure disposes of the 
hole of this sum. 

12, The Committee have rightly, I consider, determined to ¢oncentrate their operations 
more than has hitherto been the case.’ It appears to them that ja road is of comparatively 
little use wutil it is open from end to end, and they have therefore resolved not to prosecute 
original works in the centre and south of this loug straggling district to any extent until 
the important roads they have undertaken in the north are complete. ‘The southern and 
ccutral portious of this district are rich in water routes, but the fifty miles which lie north of 
the river Kurnafoolee is almost without these. ‘They have therefure adopted the policy, in which 
T fully concur, and to which their slender resonrees compel them if they woold confer auy 
real henefit on the district, of starving as far as possible all other localities until the road 
from Chittagong to Ramghur on the Fenny and the road to the I!ill Tracts boundary 
accomplished facts. It can scarcely he doubted that the effect of the rua to Ramghur will 
be to open up a considerable tract of country in thana Futwckcherry, embracing an area of 
some 200 square miles, which ix at present, ax far as I know, the only considerable tract in 
this district which adaiits of cultivation and has not len utilized. ‘Thix portion of the 
district is at presont but very thinly populated, and the means of locomotion are confined to 
arrow and broken foot-paths through jungle. “Phe opening of this road would be certain 
to bring with it specdily the cart traffic, which is even now spr 10 existence ou the 
thirteen miles completed at the southern end. Fifteen years ago the Dacca road, which 
rung through the north of the district parallel with the Ramghur road but separated from 
it by an irapassable range of hills, had not a cart on it its wheel trafhe is uow very heavy, 
and cach of the villages along the roadside can show a score of carts. 

"The Hill Tracts road is scarcely less important. Its length in this district will be about 
twenty miles and in the Hill Tracts aboat fourteen miles. It branches from the Ramghur 
road twelve miles north of the town of Chittagong ; Rungamuttee, the head-quarters of the 
Hill Tracts, will thus he brought within about forty-six miles of Chittagong. ‘The truct of 
country through which the road pawsex has no good w will give the hillmen 
‘great “opportunities of vi the markets of reg tricts, and will no doubt add 
considerably to the prosperity of the country throngh which it passes. On these two roads 
then, the Ramghur and the Hill Tracts, we mean to concentrate our cuergics until we bring 
them to asuecessful completion. 

13. The matter which we hold to rank next as most urgent is the improvement of the 
watermays in the ceutre of the district. We have at present a most serviceable line of 
eauals connecting the Kumafoolee at Chittagong with the Sungoo, and the Sungoo with 
the Matamoree, in thana ( ‘ox’a Bazar subalivision). ‘The total length of the line 
in about forty ‘miles. ‘The increase of traffic on this route may perhaps be judged from the 
fact that while in 75 these canals were farmed out for Ks. 6,000, they suld at the 
end of that year f Nevertheless in ite present state thiy route ix 
not completo; the waters are tidal and heavily laden with silt, which causex ws much 
trouble, and necessitates frequent closures, remission of fevenne, and expenditure. We have 
it therefore in contemplation to place locks at the entrance from the Kurnafoolee, as 
well as on either side of the Sungoo, and also at the southern terminus. But the expense 
will be heavy, and although some time may elapse before we can find the funds for the 
execution of this project, we apprehend that the time now expended in deliberation upon it 
will not be wasted if we can devise some efficient aud economical method of effecting our 
purpose a8 soon as funds are available. 

14. We also hiave under deliberation the openiug up of the old and now almost unused 
Moiskbali canal connecting the port of Chittagong directly with the Bay of Bengal at 
spot where the sea is, owing to the island of Sundeep, much less opcu and dangerous to 
boats than it is at the mouth of the Kurnafoolee. ‘The length of this canal would be about 
seven miles; it would cut across the long tongue of laud which now separates the windings 
of the Kurnafoolee from the sea. ‘The cost, howerer, would be considerable, probably not 
Tess than Rs. 76,000, as the canal to be really efficient must be locked at both end 

15. These are, the projects which immediately press upou us. But it may not be out 
of place to note here the other lines of communication whial, though second in importance 
to the above, are atill very greatly necded.
